Bridgeport, Cons., Aug. 7.— An opeo 
trolley car of the Shelton Extension 
company, twisted, bent and smashed 
almost Into kthdllng wood, lying in 

the middle of Peck's millpond at Oro- 
noque, about six miles north ot here, 
is the only visible indication of the 
frightful accident ot Sunday afternoon, 
whan 1 Mtss were lost and about a 
dozen people were sorlously Injured 
from the car tumbling eft the trestle 
which crosses the pond at this point. 

Coroner Dolen U making arraoge- 
mmts to contfaet an liiimodiats inves- 
tigation Into the cause of the disaster. 

The cause of the accident Is the 
chief topic of conversation, and all 
kinds of theories have bsao advanced 
and discussed. 

Engineer W. W. Starr, who super- 
intended the building of the bridge, 
said that thf brl jgt was perfectly safe 
in every respect. In bis opinion, after 
a thorough examination, tbe motonnan 
became bewildered as the car com- 
menced to travel fast down the in- 
cline, and finding himself In a danger- 
ous situation lost his head and turned 
tbe current on Instead of reducing It.

WoniKn His Victims. 

San Francisoa, Aug. 7.— Chief Ofllcer 
SmUh of tbe Hongkong Mary brings 
particulars of the murdir ci R. Nelson 
Ward, a young American, and two 
Japanese women by a young sailc 
named Miller at Tokohama on the 
morning of July 17. Ward was tbe son 
Df a wealthy resident of Abingdon, Va., 
and 23 years of age. His body was 
totwd with the hca<) cut oS and tbe 
ears and a hanfl and an arm savored. 
The two Japanese woqiea were also 
horribly mutilated. 

The cause of the murder was jeal- 
ousy on the part of Miller. The mur- 
jerei' is sifpfMtsed to bate lived at Buf- 
falo. Tie reached Yokohama on the 
Shinto, where he deserted. The murder 
was done in a saloon owned by one of 
tbe Japanese women. The murderer 
will be tried by Japsnese law, as tbe 
treaty with the United States went 
into effect before -the murders were 
coanBttted.

Rennes, Aug. 7.— Tbe proceedings of 
the eoti^artlal befbre which Captain 
Dreyfus i« on trial opened at 10 miJ- 
utes past 7 a. m. Captain Dreyfus en- 
tered the courtroom with a firm atep, 
though his features were pallid. 

He answered the formal auestlons of 
the Judge ai to hia naflM, age, etc.. In 
a clear, determined voice. He est fac- 
ing the Judges with his hands resting 
on his knaea, aa impassible flgore. The 
trial opened, so far as Rennes is con- 
cerned, in an atmosphere of perfect 
tranqailllty. Strong detaehmekta of 

gendarmes, on foot and mounted, b?- 
gan to arrive at 6 o'clock and took up 
their positions in tbe side stree;a 
around the Lycee. A detachment of 
infantry was drawn across the avenue 
in two double lines, leaving between 
them a passage for Captain Dreyfus 
across the avenue from the military 
prison to the entrance to the Lycee. 

When Dreyfus, wearing eyeglasses, 
rose from his seat for examination, he 
stood erect, holding bis kepi in bis 
hand before him. He looked Colonel 
Jouaust in the face during the wbole 
interrogator]'. Colonel Jouaust beg^n 
by saying: 

"It results from the documents Just 
read that yon are accused of having 
brought about machlna^tlons or he d re- 
lations with a foreign power or one or 
more of its agents in order to procure 
it meana^ by delivering it documents 
indicated In the Ineriminsting bor- 
dereau. to commit hostilities or under- 
take war against B^ance. I notify you 
that yon will be allowed to state dur- 
ing the course of these proceedings 
snytblng that appears to you useful for 
your defease." 

Dreyfus replied with a vehement 
declaration of his innocence, repeating 
several times: "I am innocent," in a 
voice which quivered' with emotion. 
The agonized manner In which he ut- 
tered bis protestations of innocence bad 
a most painful effect and must bave 
evoked the sympathy even of'tha noft 
inveterate enemies.

Colonel Jouaust submitted Dreyfus 
to a rigorous examination, more in the 
style of a prosecuting counsel thsn a 
Judge, and liade Jestures of Impatience 
at some direct denials, which Dreyfus 
gave repeatedly to the Judge's ques- 
tions. The prisoner's voice resounded 
fretiuently through the courtroom, as 
he energetically replied: 

"No, my colonel," or "Never, never." 
to questions put to him. 

Jouaust — At the end of 1894 had you

never rallied, quietly breathing his last 
about 10:80. Dr. Browning had been 
h istily summoned, but death had claimed 
his patient before he reached the home. 

When first stricken two weeks ago, 
Judge Whitaker had a premotiitioa that 
hie end wae near, and remarked to Dr. 
Browning that he would not get well. 
' Judge Emery Whitaker waa a native 
of Sullivan Co., N. H., and waa born 
Deoeaiber lOtb, 1816. Bis parents, 
Esery and Mary (Culston) Whitaker, 
were natives of New Hampshire and 
Vermont, and of English and Scotch 
origin. He came to MaysyiUe in 1840, 
and taught school for some time, reading 
lew in the meantime. In IS (4 he was 
admitted tu the bar; in 1S4D was elected 
to tbe State Legislature, and in 1854, was 
elected County Jadge, which office he 
held until September, 1802. In 18C0 be 
was chosen State Senator, servins four 
years, being Chairman of the Committee 
on BadIks and Insurance, and waa largely 
instrumental in passing the inaaranoe 
hiw of that period. 

December^ 21at, 1847, he married Miss 
Kerilla Lamb, a native of this county 
and daughter of John and Lucy (Porter) 
Lamb, the latter a cousin of General 
Wm. Smith, of Virginia. John Lamb's 
father (William) was among tbe first 
aettlers of Ma4bn County, and .for a 
while lived in a fort at Washington ; be 
was the first Slierill' of the county and 
subsequently served in tbe Lej^ialature. 
To thia maniage wert bom JolTli L. and 
Emery 0., both of. whom sarrive, 
with their mother. 

Judge Whitii^eri in addition to tbe 
above o^ces o^ trust and honor, bad 
sornNl si Obairaum of the State Board 
of Equalisation, and represented Mason 
County in the last Constitutional con- 
vention. Ue waa one of the best known 
and most anoceasful members of the 
Maysville bar, and tbe news of his death 
will be learned with regret by a wide 
circle of friends. 

The bar will meet atftbe court house 
at 2 o'eloek this sftemoon to take appro- 
priate action on bis death. 

Judkie Wliitaker was an old member of 
the Christian Church and tha funeral 
will take place Thursday mornini; at 10 
o'clock at tbe residence, Kev.
